NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. &.-— 


Testimony in behalf of Lem Motlow 
and his former associates in the 
Jack Daniel Distillery, to be used 
in their trial in St. ULouis next 


month on a charge of complicity 
in the whisky “milking” conspir- 
acy of 1923, was rehearsed in a 
hearing before United States Com- 
missioner Luck here yesterday. 

The hearing was on the Govern- 
ment’s attempt to take Motlow, T. 
A. Heffernan and Harry Dahiman 
to Indlanapolis for trial, on the 
indictments voted there Oct. 31 On 
the conspiracy charge. The Com- 
missioner refused to order the 
three men to be removed to the 
jurisdiction of the Indiana Federal 
Court, holding that “probable cause 
of action” had not been shown. 

Counsel for the Government, who 
hold that the indictments are in 
themselves “probable cause,’ will 
probably continue the effort to 
bring the three to trial in Indiana- 
polis. However, the immediate 
effect of the Commissioner's ruling 
will be that the three will not be 
called in Indianapolis next Mon- 
day, when prominent St. Louls de- 
fendants in the case, including Ar- 
nold J. Hellmich, former Collector 
of Internal Revenue; Nat Gold- 
stein, Fred Eessen and State Sena- 
tor Mike Kinney, are scheduled to 
go to trial, 

Review of Decision’ Possible. 

John B. Marshall, Special Assis- 
tant Attorney-General, who was 
here for the hearing, said he would 
confer with Albert Ward, United 
States District Attorney at Indlan- 
apolis. He said it would be possible 
to ask the Judge of the Nashville 
Federal Court to review Commis- 
sioner Luck’s decision, or to rein- 
state the proceeding with the Judge 
here, instead of the Commigsioner. 

“The case is not res adjudicata 
(matter finally adjudicated),’’ Mar- 
shall said. 

P. H. Cullen of St. Louis, Seth 
Walker of Nashville, Roy Parks of 
Lynchburg, Tenn., Motlow’s home 
town, and W. B, Lamb Jr. of Fay- 
etteville appeared as counsel for 
Motlow, Heffernan and Dahlman. 
They filed an objection to the in- 
dictments, and to removal of the 
three men to Indiana, on the 
ground that the crime alleged did 
not come itn the jurisdiction of the 
Indiana Federal! District. 

The indictments alleged that 
money and implements figuring in 
the conspiracy, and some of the 
whisky unlawfully removed, were 
transported through Indiana, the 
terminal points of the conspiracy 
being St. Louis and Cincinnati. The 
arrest of John Marcus in Indianap- 
olla, in charge of an automobile 
loaded with the whisky, caused the 
claim of jurisdiction in the Indiana 
district. A reason for the Govern- 
ment’s desire to try the case there 
is the absence of local political in- 
fluences, such as those believed to 
exist in the St. Louts district. 

The defense lawyers, in arguing 
before the Commissioner, said thelr 
clients were already under indict- 
ment in the same case in the St. 
Louls Federal Court. The lawyers 
moved that the Indiana case be 
dismissed, and the three defend- 
ants discharged from custody. 

Motliow Tells of Sale. 

Motlow took the stand, with Cul- 
len as questioner. He told of the 
organization of the Jack Daniel 
distillery, saying he had owned 
about 85 per cent of the stock, and 
that Dahlman and Heffernan had 
owned the remainder. He told of 


-ihe removal of the business from 


Lynchburg to St. Louis. After na- 
tional prohibition, he said, the dis- 
tillery sold bonded whisky to drug- 
gists under Government permits. 
In 1923, he said, the stock and 
assets of the distillery, including 
some 42.800 gallons of whisky, but 
not including the distillery build- 
ing, were sold to interests repre- 
xented by Don H. Robinson and 
others tn St, Louls. He said the 
deal had been arranged by R. A. 
Organ, a St. Louls business broker.

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the St. Louis Merchants’ Exchange, 
and that the building and stock 
were offered to Organ for $400,000, 
and later for $200,000, but that 
these offers were refused. Then 
a price of $125,000 for the stock 
of the company, and whisky as rep- 
resented by warehouse certificates, 
Was agreed upon. 

To close the transaction, Mot- 
low said, he went to St. Louls June 
18, 1923, accompanied by his at- 
torney, the late Frank P. Bond of 
Nashville. They met Dahliman and 
Heffernan, and went to the law 
officé of Igoe, Carroll & Higgs, 
where Organ introduced them to 
Robinson. 

Robinson represented himself as 
a member of the Chicago Board of 
Trade, Motlow said. Motlow also 
said he understood that one George 
Remus was present, appearing as 
attorney for Robinson. 

Remus, furmerly known as a 
wealthy Cincinnati bootlegger, is 
the Government's chief witness in 
the Indianapolis case. 

The deal was closed June 26. 
Motlow testified, and he and the 
other officers of the company re- 
signed their positions and received 
$122,000 in full payment, an initial 
payment of $3000 having been 
muce before. 

A lease was executed to the new 
officers, and a bond of $9000 was 
executed in favor of the former 
owners to indemnify them against 
any loss or damage to the property 
or against any vio.ation of the law 
which might occur. The purchasers 
took possession that day, Motitow 
sald. Throughout the negotiations. 
he declared, there was no intima- 
tion or suspicion that any: illega! 
designs were held by the purchas- 
ers. His tmpression was that they 
were honest business men. 

He said he had never seen Rob- 
inson or, Remus since June 26, 1923. 
Telling of the aisposition of the 
money, he said he personally re- 
ceived $80,000 in cash and that the 
rest was paid into a joint account 
with DahIlman and Hefferman and 
the National Bank of Commerce, 
St. Louis, and used tc pay off debts 
and wind up affairs of the original 
Jack Daniel Co. 

Motlow asserted that neither he 
nor the other two former officers 
of the company acted in any ca- 
pacity with the new company after 
the purchase was completed.

President Coolidge in his speech before the con- 
vention of the American Farm Bureau Association 
disposed conclusively of the proposal to put the Gov- 
ernment into the business of buying or selling or 


issed that plan as unsound. 
orn the other hand, he cited the Farm Loan 


plan and approved the Government’s giving all 
the assistance it could to promote co-operative mar. 
keting, which he thought was the best method of 


maintaining profitable prices. 
Mr. Coolidge was not so happy in his defense of 


the tariff. He praised tariff protection as a means of 
defending the home market against damaging com- 
petition and of maintaining industry, employment, 
high wages and general prosperity, all of which is a 
question for debate. It has not been in the past the 
panacea for hard times, as the President indicates. 
His special argument, in the attempt to prove that 
the farmer was benefited by the present tariff, was 
ingenious but specious. He said that of the $1,530,- 
000,000 of goods paying import taxes last year, $780,- 
000,000 was on agricultural products, “levied solely to 
protect the farmer.” More than 50 articles which 
the farmer purchases, he said, such as fertilizer, 
leather harnesses, farm machinery, coffee, binder 
twine, barbed wire and gasoline, are on the free list. 
Thus, he argued, about 80 per cent of our imports 
come in free, or pay a duty to protect the farmer. 
The $250,000,000 more of imported luxuries, he said, 
does not affect the farmer. So that only 12 per cent 
of protected imports affecting the farmer are left. 
On the other hand, he said, our industrial and city 
population pays the tariff on $780,000,000 warth of 
agricultural imports, and participates in the $500,- 
000,000 worth of imports outside of luxuries. So that, 
while the farmer pays part of the duties on 12 per 
cent of imports which do not benefit him, the re- 
mainder of the population pay part of the duty on 
36 per cent of imports which do not benefit them. 
In short, he reasons, the farmer enjoys discriminat- 
ing favor in the tariff, at the expense of the indus- 
trial and commercial elements of the nation. If the 
farmers benefit by the taxes on agricultural imports, 
then the Government indirectly fixes the price of 
agricultural products, which has yet to be proved. 
The condition and discontent of the farmers do not 
indicate it. He admits that the prices are practically 
fixed on other imports, but pleads that the farmers 
pay only a small percentage of that cost. It is sig- 
nificant that this part of the President’s speech was 
received in silence. 
What of the industrial and city population? In 
trying to prove that the farmer is lightly hit by pro- 
tective tariffs he had to lay the big burden of arti- 
ficilally boosted prices on the wage earners and other 
elements of the population. These elements, if the 
President’s statement that the taxes on agricultural 
imports raise the price of farm products is correct, 
must bear the heavy burden of increased prices on 
the necessaries of life and on what luxuries they buy. 
This argument, for farm consumption, gives the 
American people outside of the farmers something to 
think over. They, according to the President, carry 
the load of protection. 
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A NOTABLE CHRISTMAS FESTIVAL. 


Priceless, in the sense that it will be free and that 
in after years the recipients will recall it as one of 
the never-to-be-forgotten incidents of their childhood, 
will be the gift to 6500 children of seats at a special 
matinee performance of “The Miracle,” at the Coli- 
seum on Christmas Day. As has been explained, the 
fact that the Coliseum had been engaged for this 
great spectacle, made it impossible to have the an- 
nual Festival entertainment in that building, the 
only one large enough. The gifts usually distributed 
at the Festival will be sent to the children’s homes. 
And the invitation to the free matinee performance 
of “The Miracle” has been arranged as a partial sub- 
stitute for the Festival. 

And what is “The Miracle’? Much has been pub- 
lished about it, but for the information of the 6500 
fortunate children who will see it on Christmas Day, 
this may be said: It is a combined spectacle and 
play that all critics agree is the greatest, costliest 
and most magnificent ever seen on any stage in 
America or the world. Heywood Broun, the well- 
known drama critic for the New York World, said of 
it, on its performance there: “‘The Miracle’ is an 
extraordinary event in the history of the American 
stage. Max Reinhart has brought into the theater 
in this spectacle more beauty than we have ever 
seen before. * * * The beauty of ‘The Miracle’ 
is continuous. The manner of the staging seems to 
us nothing less than genius. Normal-Bel Geddes, who 
designed the production, has set a mark in magnifi- 
cence. The significance and fidelity of detail are 
beyond belief.” 

In Boston, after an advance seat sale of $100,000, 
thousands were turned away for lack of room. And 
here thousands are coming from distant points, with 
special railroad rates, to witness and hear it, for the 
musical features are no less wonderful than the spec- 
tacle itself. 

This gift will be in addition to the basket and 
Santa Claus gifts sent to the homes, in which 11,000 
children will share. It promises to be a very bright 
event for these children, who might otherwise re- 
ceive no Christmas remembrance.

Pilgrim Congregational Church, which has just an- 
nounced a free-pew policy, after nearly 60 years 
under the old plan, will probably find, as other St. 
Louis congregations have found, that its invitation 
to the public will be more widely accepted in future. 
The further announcement that Pilgrim Church is 
to raise a budget of $60,000, or more than $1000 a 
Sunday, for its home expenses and benevolences next 
year, shows that while seats may be free to visitors 
modern religious institutions have to be paid for on 
a business scale. Church members are educated in 
giving, and without this training, and the example 
which it sets to persons outside the churches, many

quashed the Fall-Doheny bribery indictments last 
spring, this newspaper was puzzled, and so con- 
fessed itself in an editorial entitled “Quashed,” read- 
ing in part as follows: 

We learn that Justice McCoy has quashed the 
criminal indictments returned in the District of 
Columbia against Fall, Sinclair and the two 
Dohenys. That much is only too clear. But 
it is a severe task for the lay mind to follow the 
fine-spun reasoning of the Court. * * ® 

When the testimony was taken upon which the 
indictments were drawn, a regular Government 
attorney was present in the grand jury room. 
That, it seems, was wrong. Present also were 
Special Counsel Pomerene and Roberts. That 
was quite all right. When the latter were 
authorized by Congress to prosecute the case, the 
ordinary legal department of the Government 
was debarred from being represented with them 
in the grand jury room. Therefore, let the in- 
dictments be quashed. 

That is as close a translation as can be evolved 
of the esoteric jargon of the profound and 
learned Court. * * * If the lay mind could 
only get an insight such as the law’s master 
technicians have, perhaps we should applaud the 
quashing of these Indictments as a triumph of 
justice. As it is, Justice McCoy fills us with 
puzzled awe. 


It now appears that the District of Columbia Court 
of Appeals has reversed Justice McCoy and declared 
the indictments valid, being unimpressed with the 
technical point that the presence of a Government 
attorney in the grand jury room violated the sanc- 
tity of the proceedings. The higher court held that 
the act of Congress which took the prosecution of 
the oil cases out of the hands of the Department of 
Justice did not interfere with the right of the spe- 
cial counsel to make use of the assistance of Govern- 
ment attorneys. 

But the main purpose of the indictments—to bring 
Messrs. Fall and Doheny to trial on the charge of 
receiving and giving a bribe of $100,000 to influence 
Fall’s official action regarding certain oil leases—is 
still in the dim distance. It ts regarded as certain 
that there will be an appeal from the Court of Ap- 
peals’ decision on this one technical point. Thus ts 
the operation of justice delayed in a welter of long- 
drawn-out legal proceedings. 
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There was no evidence in the opening session that 
the Senate is wearing its heart on its Sleeve for 
Dawes to peck at.

The seriousness of Page’s conduct may be put into 
correct relief by applying this test: Suppose he had 
acted at Berlin as Ambassador to Germany as he| 
acted at London as Ambassador to the Court of St. 
James's! We do not mean to imply that Page would 
have thrown himself to the German cause as he did 
to the British, but the test is exactly in point.

' Miss Lythgoe told of whisky 
transactions in which she had en- 
gaged in the Bahama Islands and of 
acting as an agent there and in 
Havana of the English company of 
Frazier & Williams, which she said 
had been organized to handle ehip- 
nents from England. 

The witness said she was 
london to Havana to learr 
why 1000 cases there had net been 
moved.
